A well centred strike, with the full 
plume of Athena’s helmet visible. 

This impressive archaic tetradrachm was issued a decade before the first Persian war. Athens provided the Ionian 
Greeks with assistance in their rebellion against the Persians, but aside from the sack of Sardes, the campaign 
was unsuccessful. Nonetheless, the Persian King Darius, aiming to punish Athens for their support of the Ionian 
rebellion, launched an invasion of Greece, landing at Marathon in 490 BC. Only twenty five miles from the city of 
Athens, the vastly outnumbered Athenian hoplite force crushed the invading Persian army, who turned and fled after 
suffering horrendous casualties. This silver tetradrachm is one of the earliest Athenian ‘Owl’ tetradrachms produced 
by the great city, and the coin would become a legend in the world of numismatics.

Constantine’s reign lasted until 336 AD. Many of his coins feature radically new artwork which had not been seen 
on Roman coinage before. He introduced a new gold coin which would become the staple of the Roman world for 
centuries — the gold solidus. 

This spectacular anepigraphic depiction of Constantine the Great was struck later in the emperor’s reign, around AD 
326—330. Constantine is depicted gazing upwards, possibly towards God. By this point Constantine had converted 
and Christianity was thriving in the Roman Empire. The two wreaths which appear on this coin’s reverse refer to 
two decades of rule successfully completed — the Emperor’s vicennalia; something only a handful of emperors had 
achieved before him. 

This extremely fine piece is not recorded in any of the major catalogues, being apparently unique. It bears the 
excellent pedigree of an old, famous collection. A truly magnificent piece of Late Roman gold.

It 
is probable that it was the centrepiece of a larger jewel and would have been surrounded with a scrolled border with a 
loop for suspension and even possibly glazed. The Museum also possesses an exceedingly rare Chelsea enamel snuff 
box of the same period with the same image and motto on its lid. The image appears again in a dinner invitation of 
the Babylonian Lodge dated 1750. The cataloguers can find no further examples. 

The Most Ancient and Honourable Society of Bucks was established in London c. 1723 as a society to promote the 
'innocent mirth of good fellowship’, and went on to flourish between the 1770s and the 1820s. 

Hester Bateman (1708—1794), the much-praised silversmith, is recorded as making a small number of Masonic jewels.

1785, at the age 50, with Grand Rank. He was also Master of The Turners’ Company for the years 1813 & 1829. 
Thomas Harper was in practice as a silversmith whilst in America, however he first registered his mark at Goldsmiths’ 
Hall on May 27th 1790.

In 1792 he played a leading 
part in the establishment of a society for the relief and support of the orphan children of distressed Masons, 
formed by the members of Lodge 190. This society was adopted by Grand Lodge in 1798 and went on to become 
the Masonic Female Orphans School. As a result of his earlier work, Brush was appointed first Treasurer of the new 
Grand Lodge School. The medal was made in this form so that it could carry the Craft symbols on the obverse but 
could either have a Royal Arch reverse (as here) or High Knight Templar reverse.
